Causes of Conflict. 

The conditions which have led up to the 
present conflict are these: Under the 
premiership of Coloman Szell, the gov- 
ernment made demands upon the Hun- 
garian parliament for a considerable in. 
crease in the quota of army recruits to 
be supplied by Hungry, and a proposal 
to augment the annual grant to the 
crown. These demands the Hungarians 
declined, on what to them were good rea- 
sons, and finally their opposition to them 
developed into obstruction. They made 
counter demands upon the crown, which 
were refused, and with intervals of com. 
parative peace the confilct between par- 
liament and crown was maintained. with 
energy through several ministries and 
for severa] years. Each side gained minor 
points, and the strong weapon of the 
house was always obstruction, 

The standing rules of procedure for the 
Hungarian lower house are very liberal. 
They evidently were drafted with the 
purpose of facilitating parliamentary re- 
sistance to the pretentions of the crown. 
Last October Premier Tisza made a suc- 
cessful attempt to abrogate the rules of 
procedure, under which there could exist 
this obstruction, which was very trying! 
to his patience. In other words, he 
applied the cloture and took away from 
the house its strongest weapon of de- 
fense. Parliament was dissolved very 
soon after this occurrence, and on Jan- 
uary 26, 1905, the government went to 
the country in a general election. The 
result was unexpected. The ministerial] 
or so-called liberal party. was Overwhelm- 
ingly routed, and there came into con- 
crete existence the combined oposition | 
of today, the “independence party.” This 
party is composed. of various minor fac- 
tions with varloas programmes’ and ten.

Scene Changes. 

With the visit to the Hungarian capi- 
tal of the king in March, the scene of 
action changed to Budapest.

from its position or withdraw any of

‘up. At this time, the only hindrance 
to the naming of a cabinet were the 
unacceptable demands of the opposition, 
that still had hopes that the crown would 
make concessions to it. During the lat- 
ter part of April, however, it was real- 
iced that the crown would not reced2 
one iota from its position, and at this 
time certain serious results of the pro- 
longed crisis came up for active discus- 
sion. 

For four months, Hungary had been 
without authorization for the budget, par_ 
lament noi having adopted the neces- 
sary bill. The constitution provides 
that the direct imposts under the budget 
do not hhave to be paid wntfl this bill 
is passed. The opposition assumed the 
attitude that the voluntary payment of 
direct imposes would be considered an 
act of treason and threatened to make 


use of its influence in this direction. Up 
to the present time, the minister of 
finance for Hungary has been able to 


find means to pay- the coupons of the 
state debts as they fell due and to pro- 
vide enough money for the payment of 
cfficial salaries, but the income of the 
state is falling off even now, and hk 
could be reduced by one-fourth on the 
legal refusal to pay direct imposts. At- 
tempts of the crown to collect these pay- 
ments by force, in default of the parlia- 
mentary legislation, would cause out- 
3 resistance and disor- 
The yearly recruiting bill also has 
not been passed, and, as the matter 
atands today, the common army will 
secon have to go short of its regular 
yearly quota of men from Hungary, 
oz the crown will have to adopt one Of 
two measures, first, to retain in the serv- 
ice the men whose time expires this 
year, or, second, to attempt to get re- 
crults from the various Hungarian coun- 
ties without the sanction of parllameng. 
Both of these measures would be uncon- 
stitutional and their enforcement’ would 
be most unpopular, and result in a very 
strong protest, not to say disorder and 
revolt. 
Weapons of the Opposition. 

The above outlines some of the weap- 
ons in the hands of the opposition in its 
conflict with the crown. They would 
seem to be methods by which the oppo- 
sition can force thé’ crown to take some 
tesps contrary to the provisions of the 
Hungarian constitution, and the moment 
the crown should do this the feeling 
of the whole country would rally to the

position are limited; one of the strong- 
est of them fs to obstruct, to obstruct 
parliament, to make the country suffer 
from the ex legis condition in which 
parliament and the crown are keeping 
it.

The position of its mem- 
bers and especilal® the premier, is most 
unpleasant, for they are continually 
subjected to the most severe criticism. 
Nor will the oposition stop. with severe 
criticism. It is proposed to bring 
charges against the ministry on account 
of alleged contravention. of the law of 


1899, under which treaty negotlations 
with foreign states can be undertaken 
only on the basis of the new autono- 


mous tariff. (This tariff passed its third 
reading in the Austrian lower house on 
May 12. To become effective it must 
be passed by the Hungarian parliament, 
which, of course, has not been done.) 
This law was broken by the Tisza cab-

Southern Cotton Manufactures. 

From a pamphlet issued by the 
Massachusetts bureau of statistics 
of labor many interesting facts and 
some fancies. relatives to southern 
industrial progress are to be gleaned. 
Recognizing the formidable character 
of southern competition in cotton 
manufactures the Massachusetts sta- 
tisticilans seek to analyze these com- 
petitive conditions, particularly as re- 
gards labor and the cost of living. 
The conclusions reached are _ not 
meant to be complimentary to south- 
ern mills, but they show, neverthe- 
less, that the south has much the 
better of it in the natural advantages 
enjoyed by this section in cotton tex- 
tile manufacturing. The main draw- 
back, at present, to the full exercise 
of this southern competition, is the 
lack of enough competent mill hands 


—a drawback that is dwelt upon with 
a great wealth of detail. 

Some idea of the great progress 
made by the south in cotton manu- 
facturing can be gathered from this 
single paragraph of the official re- 
port in question: 


|

| 
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Most of the competition experienced 
by Massachusetts may be found in what 
is known as the Piedmont district, or 
that part of the country lying alongside 
the route of the Southern railway, ex- 
tending through North and South Caro- 
lina into Georgia. It is a sparsely set- 
tled country at present, but rapidly 
growing in influence and in population. 
Charlotte, in the state of North Caro- 
lina seems to be the natural center of 
cotton manufacturing. Drawing an im- 
aginary circle to take in about 100 miles 
of country around Charlotte, we find 
nearly 300 cotton mills, operating 4, 140,- 
§92 spindles and 100,618 looms. Esti- 
mating that the southern states on Jan- 
uary |, 1904, contained 8,461,747 spin- 
dles and 203,174 looms, we find the re- 
markable fact that nearly 50 per cent 
of all the spindles and looms in the 
south are situated within this !00-mile 
radius, and that a combined capita] and 
surplus of $125,000,000 or more is rep- 
resented within three to five hours’ 
journey of the city. 

The report gives the great Atlanta 
cotton exposition of more than twen- 
ty years ago credit for arousing the 
south to its wonderful opportunities 
in this regard. We quote as follows: 


The cotton exposition in Atlanta, in 
i88i, gave the industry an impetus 
which it has never since lost. The pos- 
sibilities of the region .were shown when 
the governor of Georgia appeared at the 
fair dressed in a suit of cottonaue man- 
ufactured on the grounds from cotton 
which had been picked from the stalk 
that morning, in the sight of the visitors 
to the fair. That the local product of 
cotton could be worked up into finished 


$8.48. South Carolina, out of each $ivv, 
paid $69.41 for raw cotton in 1890, and 
$61.25 in 1900, a decrease of $8.16, At 
these two census periods, Massachu- 
setts paid less for her raw cotton tnan 
any one of the three southern states 
considered. How long this condition of 
affairs will continue is problematical, 
and while the secretary of one southern 
chamber of commerce stated that the 
nearness of the mills to the cotton fields 
accounted for many of the advantages 
enjoyed by the mills in competing with 
the north, we haye, on the other hand, 
the statement of a mill superintendent 
who declared that it was no advantage 
for the reason that the south .was short 
of money and could not compete with 
the north in large purchases. Fall River 
could purchase $20,000 worth of raw 
cotton at Galveston, ship it north by 
sea, and not worry if it did not reach 
there for two months, whereas when! a 
southern mill wanted cotton it wanted 
it quickly, and could not afford to wait. 
But when the mills are in easy position 
in regard to money, then it ‘certainly 
will be an advantage to be near the 
source of supply. 


The southern mills are 
an easier position in 
money, and the manifest advantages 
of their propinquity to the cotton 
field are beginning to tell in compe- 
tition with the northern mills.

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Treatment of the Chinese. 

It is the belief of the officials of 
our state départment that the recent- 
ly issued executive orders will have 
a Salutary effect in presenting in a 
better light to the people of China 
our attitude toward them. All Amer- 
icans are agreed that Chinamen who 
do not come to this country to work 
as common laborers should be free 
to come and go as they please, with 
no danger of insult and annoyance at 
the hands of ignorant or too zealous 
immigration officials. President 
Roosevelt, with characteristic alert- 
ness, has issued pointed instructions 
to the offending federal officials, re- 
minding them that it is their business 
to obey the law and asserting that 
further examples of harshness and 
discourtesy shown to the privileged 
Chinese who care to enter this coun- 
try will be followed by prompt dis- 
missal from the gervice. 

This action is supplemented by an 
executive order to American consular 
and diplomatic representatives in 
China, warning them that they must 
exercise due dilligence to ascertain 
whether those Chinese who ask them 
to. sign certificates declaring that the 
bearer is entitled to admission to the 
United States belong to the class of 
Chinese permitted to land under the 
provisions of the exclusion act. The

The report complains of the low

| Ephesians, stated that he wished to 
point out briefly a few dangers that men- 
‘ace the church of today. Among fhese 
|dangers he named “social caste.’’ 

| “Sometimes I am lacking in courage 
‘to live up to my highest thought,” he 
isaid, “but I want to indorse what I 
‘heard a distinguished, Jearned and broad 
'minded minister once say at a confer- 
/ence of clergymen. 
“That man sgaid: 


his sermon at Trinity church 


‘If I could I. would 
llike to see every negro in: the land 
‘raised to my own level.’ He was in- 
|terrupted by one of his auditors, who 
‘asked if he would really want to be on 
‘en equality with negroes. Another man 
‘Don’t stop to answer such 
an interruption as that; go on with 
|/your great speech.’ And it was a great 
i'speech, and I want to here and now In- 
| dorse it. 

| “This social caste that has grown up 
‘among us has led many of us to be- 
‘lieve that somehow because we hap- 
|pened, without any choice or any merit 
lof our own, to be born with a white 
|skin the Lord loves us better and thinks 
‘a little more of us than he does any- 
' body with a darker skin. 

‘But I want to say to you 
|'man who not admit and live up 
ito the fraternity of the negro—yes, the 
fraternity, that is the word—whatever 
else he May be is not a Christian. 

“T am not afraid of race equality, and 
I’ll tell you my opinion of the man who 
is, It this, that his social status 
must be very, very insecure that hé 
should be infinitely solicitous about 
‘safeguarding it.’’ 

Dr. Bradley also referred in strong 
terms to the Watkinsville lynching, de- 
nouncing the perpetrators of the kill- 
ings and the officials in whose custody 
the slain prisoners had been before the 
mob got them. s 

“Another of our dangers is too much 
democracy.” said the speaker, “it tends 
in some instances to make us think that 
there is no higher law than our own 
will, and no higher officers than our 
own selves. We had a striking illustra- 
tion of that in Georgia last week, and 
we have had many in recent years. 

“There were more lynchings in the 
state of Georgia last year than there 
were in the entire British Isles—yes, 
than there were in the British Isles for 
the last five years. Statistics prove that. 

“The men who committed that out- 
rage at Watkinsville were white-livered 
|\cowards. They stole in, masked at 
inight, to do that which no one of them 
| would have dared to do, unmasked and 
in the fair light of day. They were not 
content to wait until universal man
